yellow card; all phrases 
we have been or are familiar 
with. They occur when a player 
has infringed the laws of the 
game, 

Each offence is generally 
allocated a number of points. When 
a player has received the number 
of points which takes them past 
12, then they are automatically 
suspended and miss a match. 

However, if a player in a match is 
‘booked’ twice, that is, infringes 
the laws only sufficiently to receive 
a yellow card twice, then that 
player is dismissed from the game. 
They usually then miss the next 
game. 

This hardly seems fair because 
by receiving the cautions in single 
doses, a match at a time, a player 
could go four games before 
missing a 

Is there a better method for 
dealing with an infringement of the 
laws of the game? 

Maybe a player could be sent 
from the field of play for a period 
of time depending on the law that 
has been infringed. Different to 
other games with their so-called 
‘sin bin’, which is always for exactly 
the same amount of time. 

The referee indicates to the 
fourth official how many minutes 
they must be off. The player must 
sit directly behind the official not 
on the team bench. 

The length of time can be five, 
ten or fifteen minutes. 

The player can only go back on 
when there is a break in play. 

All game sits outs or gaolings are 
wiped when the referee blows for 
the end of play. 

If a player has sat out a period 
and then, in the opinion of the 
referee, infringes again. He is red 
carded. 

Records are kept of the number 
of offences by players and if they 
go beyond a specified number then 
an appearance before the

Disciplinary Committee is called 
for. 

The results of these changes 

could be dramatic.Teams with poor 
behaviour patterns could, at times 
be missing up to four players. 
Wouldn’t that increase the goals 
scored? 
The issuing of a yellow card 
currently does not penalise the 
player's team in that game. The 
offence happens there and then, 
surely it is logical to punish the 
offender’s side at that time and 
give a few minutes advantage to 
their opposition. 

No longer would a coach send on 
a substitute with the instruction, 
“Attend to their creative 
midfielder.” Because even though 
the sub carries out the coach’s 
instructions the player could be ‘in 
gaol’ for a few vital minutes, 
therefore penalising his side which 
is as it ought to be, 

Certainly the fourth official would 
have a much more interesting and 
involving task than merely checking 
boots and holding up numbers. 

Local associations could find this 
a very acceptable idea, although 
they are often short of referees. 
There would be less paper work 
and record keeping, which must be 
a welcome development. 

It is not the purpose of this 
editorial to define what would be 
the time ‘in gaol’ for various 
infringements. However, because 
the referee generally has ten 
fingers, the indication can be made 
to the fouth official with either one 
hand or both hands. There is no 
need for verbal communication. 

This could easily lead to less foul 
play, to more goals (a FIFA 
aim),and players getting on with the 
game instead of, in some cases, 
using spoiling tactics. 

There must be a variety of 
opinions on this idea. Referees, 
administrators, players, supporters 
are all invited to let us know their 
thoughts. Short letters, to the 
point, would be most welcome.

HISTORY: 

St Johnstone were formed in 1884 and played by the prison at the Recreation 
Ground in their formative years. In 1911 the club joined the league but their 
ground was declared too small. It was a long time until this changed. It was in 
1924 that the club moved to Dunkeld Road. Muirton Park was opened on 
Christmas Day 1924. 

Floodlights were erected in 1964, 12 years after its record attendance of 
29,972 for a cup tie against Dundee in February 1952. 

In 1983 the club joined the Premier League and the ground needed 
fenovations but as the club only lasted one season in the top flight the ground 
was not touched. However in December 1986 Asda ap} “ec the club about 
purchasing the ground for a superstore. Unbelievably local farmer Bruce 
McDiarmid donated 16 acres of unwanted land, planning was granted in 73 
days and ten months after work began on the ground it was open. So it became 
the example for Lord Justice Taylor who visited it, and was regarded as the first 
of the new era of stadia in Britain. On the field the early 90s saw the club re- 
enter the Premier League. However the formation of four divisions saw the 
Saints drop although now their re-entry to the top flight looks certain for next 
season.

Sheffield Wednesday defeated Arsenal in the FA Cup semi finals with Everton beating WBA. The Final was 
held at Crystal Palace in front of 84,594 people. Everton were firm favourites but early on in the game they 
were bullied off the ball by Wednesday. The Sheffield side were the first to score after a defensive error let 
Chapman cross for Stewart to score. Just before half time Everton played some great football culminating in 
Sharp scoring. The second half was scripted for Everton however they did not play on the right stage. Four 
minutes from the end a long throw in saw the unmarked Wilson head home the winner for Sheffield 
Wednesday. 

The Southern League saw Fulham defend their title successfully. Portsmouth were leading the table 
however in early April, their challenge tailed off. This was to be Fulham’s last year in the Southern League as 
they tried to seek election into the Football League for the following season. Portsmouth’s year was 
highlighted with a 2-2 draw at home with Manchester United and a 2-1 win over them at Old Trafford in the 
first round of the FA Cup.
